U. S. WARNING

Russia had notice today from Presi­ 
dent Truman that the United States 
is rearming primarily to prevent 
war but elso “to meet such a con- 
flict if it is forced upon us.” 
He again challeng'd the Com­ 
munists tp agree upon a foolproof 
control of atomic and other weapons 
to enable the world to And peace 
Until this is done, he said. ”it is 
essential to our national security 
that we build up our defenses as 
quickly and vigorously as possible.” 
Mr Truman gave this definition 
of the United States' rearmament 
program in a letter made public at 
the little White Hou.»e here last 
night: 
“It is, above all, an effort to pre­ 
vent a world conAict. while at the 
same time H is an effort to pre­ 
pare our defenses to meet such a 
conflict if it is forced upon us. What 
we are striving for is peace and 
international order " 
The letter was addressed to Sena­ 
tor Flanders IR.-Vt.) and a bi­ 
partisan group of Senators and Rep­ 
resentatives who wrote him February 
26 suggesting he propose the lifting 
of the iron curtain, complete dis­ 
armament under the United Nations 
and immediate establishment of a 
UN police force. 
Approve Plan For 
Oil Nationalization 


Tehran, Iran, March 15 (/P) — 
Iran's parliament unanimously ap­ 
proved today a proposal to national­ 
ize all the nation’s oil resources, in­ 
cluding the wells of the huge, Brit­ 
ish-owned Anglo-Iianian Oil com­ 
pany. 
By a standing vote the Majlis 
(parliament) conflmied the decision 
of a special parliamentary oil com­ 
mission 
endorsing 
nationalization 
and gave the commission another 
two months in which to work out 
sped Ac details. 
Some deputies said there still was 
a slim possibility that actual nation­ 
alization might be averted by nego­ 
tiations between the Anglo-Iranian 
company and the government. But 
the vote today put parliament on 
record as approving the take-over. 
(A British foreign office spokes­ 
man in London, noting the oil com­ 
mission had been given two months 
to work out nationalization details, 
said “nothing Is likely to happen im­ 
mediately." He indicated Britain 
feels Iran does not have the skilled 
technical men to actually operate 
the company. A spokesman for the 
oil company in London declined im­ 
mediate comment.)

Bower declared th at

Lightning is a real hazard to buried cable in 
some areas. And so are thane busy little fellows 
called gophers! To give better protection against 
all hazards, telephone engineers are building 
cable in a .special way. First, a spiral wrapping 
of lead and heavy paper is placed over the orig­ 
inal lead sheath. Next come several layers of 
steel tape. The various layers are flooded with 
asphalt, covered with jute, and flooded again 
with asphalt. This is enough to discourage even 
the most ambitious gopher!

Internal Revnue Bureau policies 
with respect to checking returns 
were disclosed to the House Ap­ 
propriations committee during h ear­ 
ings on the 1952 treasury appropria­ 
tion bill. The committee made them 
public today. 
H eres what bureau officials said: 
On returns of from $7,000 to $10,000, 
exam inations are made of 880 per 
cent; from $10,000 to $25,000. It’s 
17 2 per cent; $25,000 to $100,000, 
the percentage is 58 1; on $100,000 
and over, 85 4 per cent are ex­ 
amined. Those are figures on checks 
of 1948 returns.

Business leaders said late yester­ 
day the first was all right w itll them 
but not the second. And still later 
Johnston said he woudn’t try to set 
up a new W S B unless it was gen­ 
erally acceptable to both business 
and labor. 
At first glance it might seem not 
brand new for a board Uke W S B . 
set up only for the life of the de­ 
fense program, to have control over 
wages and other problems between 
employers and employes. 
During W orld W ar II a similar 
board — it was called the W ar 
Labor board — had similar powers 
and used them throughout the war. 
At that time there was a permanent 
board which was supposed to handle 
labor disputes. It was the N L R B 
But the W S B usurped a lot of 
N L R B m authority. It could do so 
then and get away with it for this 
reason 
Between 1935 and 1947 there was 
only one big labor law on the books, 
the Wagner act. It was very simple 
All it really said was that an em­ 
ployer could not refuse to bargain 
with a union of his employes, for 
if he did he'd be committing an un­ 
fair 
labor 
practice. 
Nothing 
was 
said about unfair labor practices by 
a union. 


And Congress ?ef up the N 1 R B 


to see that the Wagner aet was lived 


up to. The law Itself didn t spell out 


N L R B ? duties very well. N L R B had 


to make its own rules pretty m irh 
as it went .along. 
So when the W a r Labor b >ard 
stepped in and took over a large 
part of N L R B 's work, there wasn't 
much outcry. But it s different now 
because the powers of N L R B are not 
only different but arc written out in 
law 
That s because in 1947 the Repub­ 
lican-controlled 
Congress 
p u t 
a 
brand new labor law on the books, 
the Taft-Hartley act. 
It outlined 
certain things which it said would 
be unfair for an .employer to do. 
But, for the first time, it also list­ 
ed a number of things which a 
union couldn't do without commit­ 
ting an unfair labor practice. And 
N l.R B was to be judge over both. 
So the present N L R B has wide 
authority in many directions, all of 
it spelled out in the law. which the 
old Wagner act never did for the 
old N LR B . 
President Trum an doesn't like the 
Taft-Hartley act. Neither do labor 
unions. Both have striven with Con­ 
gress to get T-H knocked out. Both 
have failed so far. 
Therefore, you can foresee the 
outcry from Congress if Johnston or 
anyone else, like the President, now 
tried to create a new W S B with 
authority to cut into N L R B s au­ 
thority. 
Up to this time neither Johnston 
nor anyone else concerned with try-
